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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

This Office Action is responsive to applicant's amendment filed July 17, 2003. 
Claims 3-5 have been canceled. Claims 1, 2 and 6 are pending. 

The rejection of claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based on Machida et al. has been 
withdrawn. The examiner concedes with applicant's assertion that the cross-hatched area in 
Figure 3C of Machida is empty space and not a structural element as previously set forth by the 
examiner. It appears to the examiner that this misinterpretation of Machida is due in part to the 
planar perspective of Figure 3C; the cross-hatched area appears to be the "bottom" wall of the 
container [35]. 

This Office Action presents a new ground of rejection and is therefore made NON- 
FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Claim 6 recites that a second wall 
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has a "curved inner surface". However, it appears to the examiner that only a first wall has the 
curved inner surface. Figures 1 and 2 both illustrate that only one wall has the curved inner 
surface. 

It appears to the examiner that "curved inner surface of the second wall" should be 
changed to —curved inner surface of the first wall- in line 9-10 of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Narukawa et 
al. (U.S. Pat. 5,556,722). 

Narukawa teaches a sealed lithium ion battery contained in battery case [1] having a 
wound or spiral [2] positive and negative electrode with a separator in-between. (Figure 2, col. 
44 line 1-4) The casing has a plurality of walls, i.e. along all four sides, each wall having an 
inner surface and flat outer surfaces. The casing is specifically disclosed to be "thicker in its 
corner regions than in straight line regions", thus, it would naturally flow that the center region 
of the straight line regions would be thinner, (col. 1 line 66 et seq.)
